CHANGES URGED 


W ashington, April I (AP) — A 
com mittee of tile Chamber of Com­ 
merce of the United States, declar­ 
ing the W agner labor act had “pro­ 
moted public disorder and disregard 
for personal property rights,” pro­ 
posed a six-point revision of the 
statu te today. 
To correct w hat it called “in ­ 
equalities’ in the act, the committee 
suggested 
in

statem ent

am endm ents be written into the law- 
to accomplish the following pur* 
poses: 
1—G i v e employers the express 
right to petition the labor board for 
employe elections. 


2—G uarantee the right of free­ 
dom of speech between employers 
and employes. 
3— Prohibit coercion f r o m any 
source. 
4—Lim it labor organizations to the 
representation of their own members 
in collective bargaining negotiations. 
5—Repeal the closed shop pro­ 
visions of the act. 


6—Lim it the labor board to a de­ 
term ination of the facts in labor 
eases, transferring judicial functions 
of the board to the federal courts 
or some other agency.
